REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


ee @ 


During the year of 1951, the functions of the Board of Health were 
executed as usual. Under the auspices of the Board the Annual Clinic 
was held and the children attending were given immunizing doses of 
toxoid for diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus. 


In 1947 the Board arranged the use of triple toxoid at these Annual 
Clinics, instead of just the diphtheria toxoid, as was done in former 
years. This, of course, had been the practice among private physicians, 
to immunize the children against all three diseases. A statistical report 
prepared by the District Nurse at the request of the Board of Health, 
shows a favorably high percentage of children who have received this 
type of immunization. In fact, we feel that Colrain ranks possibly higher 
than any other town in the county, as far as children’s immunization is 


| 
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concerned. This speaks well for our community, because in 1937, accord- 
ing to a list of towns which Dr. Lee had in his possession, Colrain was 
at the bottom of the list. Now we are at the top. This remarkable 
change in our status has come about by the diligence of the Board and 
its agent, that of the District Nurse, and the splendid cooperation on the 
part of the parents of the children. 

It is certainly encouraging and refreshing to note the change in 
the attitudes of the parents in the past 15 years: Back in 1937, whereas 
there was considerable opposition on the parts of many parents, based 
on lack of understanding and the importance of these immunization treat- 
ments; now there is a tendency on the part of the young mothers, to 
show an anxiety to have these immunization treatments which is very com- 
mendable. 

During the year there have been a variable number of communi- 
cable diseases reported, including scarlet fever, mumps, measles, chicken 
pox, pneumonia and anterior polio-myelitis. 

It is gratifying to note that there is a little better tendency on the 
part of people to call up and report cases of contagious diseases in their 
homes, as is required by law. This is encouraging, and as it should be. 
The Board hopes that the residents of the community will continue to 
cooperate in this manner. 

The Well Child Conference was conducted as usual, at which time 
over 90% of the pre-school children of the town were given a very com- 
plete examination. The Board and Dr. Olson extend a message of thanks 
to the members of the Parent-Teachers Association, who so graciously 
and effectively assisted with this.

Veteran’s Agent Report 


I submit, herewith, my sixth annual report as Director of Vet- 
erans’ Services for the ten Towns in the Western Franklin Veterans’ 
Service District. 

During 1951 twenty-one new families applied for Veterans’ Ben- 
efits, and were aided by financial assistance. There was an increase 
over 1950 in the payments of $1,492.72, a total of $8,316.81 being 
paid during 1951. There are fifteen active cases at the present time. 
These cases were all approved by the State Commissioner of Vet- 
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erans’ Services, and reimbursements have been made to the Town 
Treasurers for the State’s share which is 50% in Town Settled and 
100% in State Settled cases. 

Requests for services in the Rehabilitation division total 720. 
This total does not include letters and correspondence, or much work 
with the photostatic machine for office records and statistics. 

Practically all funerals of veterans were attended by the Di- 
rector. Grave markers and burial flags were supplied through this 
office whenever requested. Assistance was given to families and | 
claims filed for benefits when eligibility was apparent. 

Several Korea veterans and their families have been helped in 
rehabilitation and death claims. 

Our dealings with the Veterans’ Administration have been very 
agreeable. The Contact Representative has given assistance at this 
office on alternate Wednesday afternoons. Many veterans from this 
District have entered the Cushing Veterans’ Administration Hospital 
at Framingham, and in every case have returned to report the best 
of treatment. At present there is one patient at White River Junction, 
Vermont, one at Framingham and one at Rutland, Mass. Veterans’ 
Administration Hospitals from this District. 

Thirty-four registrations have been completed for Selective 
Service. Advice and assistance with questionnaires and requests for 
deferments have been rendered in a number of cases. 

The cost of Administration has been kept within the budget for 
the year, with a total of $3,790.87 for expenses, and receipts of $7.61, 
making a net cost to the Towns of the District of $3,782.76. 

The advice and cooperation of the District Committeemen has 
been most helpful during the past year, and is greatly appreciated 
by this office, and by the veterans whom we have helped.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1951. 


During the past year 144 books, 89 adult and 55 juvenile were 
added to the Library, of these 10 were gifts which included two of 
Mary P. Wells Smith’s books, “Boy Captive in Canada” and “Jolly 
Good Times’, which are now out of print. Twelve magazines have 
been on the Reading Room tables, 9 by subscription and 3 gifts. 


The Library circulation was 5,578; adult 3,735, juvenile 1,848. 
Bookmobile circulation was 3,228, adult 2,051, juvenile 1,177, making 
a total circulation of 8,806, an increase over last year. Circulation 
of non-fiction was 1,902. The State Bookmobile made eight visits 
to the Library, schools and various homes of the town. 


State Reading Certificates have been awarded as follows: Grade 
IV, 1 five-book; Grade V, 18 five-book and 1 Honor; Grade VI, 34 
five-book and 7 Honor and Grade VIII, 5 five-book. 


In the early spring the Book Committee sponsored an evening 
of Book Reviews which were given by Mrs. Carl Libby of Shelburne, 
Mrs. Byron Scott, Rev. Frank Oldridge and Ned Mosely.

WILFRED E. MILLER 
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Report of SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens: 


Since the three towns really comprise one school district having 
a common high school I shall write one report to cover all the towns. 


My first four months in the union have been most enjoyable and 
I still feel like a stranger observing your school system from without 
rather than being the person responsible for its operation. 


It has been most gratifying to me to see that one of the most 
important steps in improving your educational system has already 
been taken by all three towns in making provisions for single grades 
in the elementary schools throughout the system. This will more 
easily enable the teachers to provide for individual differences and 
for an enriched program. 


Through the medium of research I have been endeavoring to 
read all former reports and recommendations of committees in the 
various towns. The town of Colrain has acted wisely in its building 
of a modern school to take care of a greater proportion of its educa- 
tional needs in the near future. The Town of Shelburne Fact Finding 
Committee submitted an excellent report on its schools and educa- 
tional system in January 1949. This committee also made some 
valuable recommendations for the improvement of the school system. 
One of the suggestions was the replacement of the present Baker 
School with a modern elementary school. Another was the acquisition 
of sufficient land when the school was built to provide for recreational 
facilities for the children of the town. 


The Baker School is sadly lacking in playground facilities. The 
Arms Academy does not have either a football or baseball field of 
its own. Furthermore the distance which the boys must travel to 
use the Cricket Field lends itself to the hazard of traffic accidents. 
Boys and girls tend to be more interested in a physical education 
and intra-mural program if the facilities which they must use are 
in the vicinity of the school. 


A third suggestion was that certain changes be made at the 
Cowell Gymnasium to provide for storage space. It was also brought 
to the attention of the townspeople that the vocational school lacked 
sufficient space to carry on an adequate program. 
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Since this report was submitted three years ago very little pro- 
gress has been made toward fulfilling these recommendations. It 
is my feeling that the town should give some serious thought to a 
long range program in correcting these weaknesses in its local system. 


Buckland is faced with a serious housing shortage. Should con- 
sideration be given to the remodeling of buildings which are already 
obsolete and which lack sufficient playground facilities according 
to modern theories of education? We build modern highways, air- 
ports, etc., to fit the up-to-date methods of transportation. Why not 
give our children consideration and provide modern facilities in order 
that they may enjoy the benefits of the latest recommendations in 
the training of our citizens of tomorrow. 


The regional planning committee has had several meetings since 
I have been associated with your school system. I feel the action 
which the citizens plan to take regarding the regional school will 
have a very important bearing on the steps which are taken to 
improve the elementary housing, particularly in Buckland and Shel- 
burne. The Arms Academy is also crowded and the facilities of the 
vocational department, which includes both the shop and home making 
departments, are not adequate. These facilities will be less desirable 
as the larger classes which are now in our elementary schools enter 
the high school. 


While I realize the above recommendations are not new it is 
obvious that some decision on a well planned long range building 
program cannot long be delayed. If we should start now it would be 
approximately two years before we could expect anything in the 
form of a building ready for occupancy. 


It is not my intention to sound pessimistic and be over-critical 
of your present facilities. I merely wish to remind the citizens that 
if your school system is to keep its position as a progressive up-to- 
date system these problems must be faced and solved for the best 
interest of all concerned. 


Physical Education and Health 


It would be futile to train the mind of a child on the one hand 
and neglect his health on the other. If we are to properly care for 
the child’s health and physical development a well planned and prop- 
erly executed health and physical education program must be an 
important part of the school program. The modern school from 
kindergarten through the high school makes provisions for health 
examinations, physical education programs, and lunch facilities. 


The school nurse and school physician are very important fac- 
tors in a well rounded school health program. Teachers must also 
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be alert to the physical needs of children and impress upon them the 
importance of sound healthful habits. The parent must see that 
children receive the proper rest and proper foods for their respective 
age groups in order that the children may receive the maximum 
benefit from the school program. 


_ While we have an excellent lunch program in the Buckland and 
Shelburne Schools and will shortly have a program in Colrain, the 
facilities for the grade school children are practically lacking. 


Commendable Features of the School System 


A report such as this would be incomplete without mentioning 
some of the good things which are observable in the local schools. 


1. We have an excellent group of teachers who are working for 
the best interests of the children and show evidence of high morale. 


2. The pupils have the opportunity to attend schools offering a 
well rounded curriculum. The art, music, and handwriting programs 
are outstanding. 


38. For a small high school the Arms Academy offers a program 
which has received recognition throughout the state. We should be 
especially proud that a school of this size has a vocational and agri- 
cultural department. These departments, together with the com- 
mercial and academic, make it possible for pupils to pursue the 
courses best fitted to their interests. 

A half to a quarter of a century ago practically all pupils who 
attended high school did so with the intent of going on to college. 
However, today the greater percentage of the pupils who enter high 
school go directly to work after finishing their high school career. 

4, This fall a course in driver education was organized for the 
instruction of pupils who were anxious to receive a driving license. 
Many people might wonder why such a course should be offered. 
With the complexities of our modern civilization the motor car is 
no longer the possession of the upper class but has become a part 
of our way of life. 

5. Last year achievement tests were given under the direction 
of your local teachers and the cooperation of the former superintend- 
ent. Boston University gave the cooperative tests to all the pupils 
in grades eight and eleven. All pupils of the union did exceedingly 
well in all of these tests. 

6. The local academy has a gymnasium which few towns of this 
size can afford. 

7. The academy band is equal to or better than bands of schools 
which are of much larger size. 

8. The elementary pupils are given opportunities to make social 
contacts outside the school through the school-sponsored socials and 
dances. 
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9. The vocational school offers an opportunity for boys to receive 
experience in lathe work, automobile mechanics, welding, woodwork- 
ing, and homemaking. Taking into consideration the space alloted 
to these teachers in our school they are doing an outstanding piece 
of work. 

Many times our vocational boys and girls, have done jobs around 
our school buildings which might seem small in themselves but which 
contribute to the appearance and utility of our schools. 

10. The agricultural department is a must in this region of the 
state since many of our boys will be turning to agriculture for a 
livelihood upon the completion of their high school career. I would 
like to emphasize again that this department is handicapped by 
the lack of space. 


Regional Planning 


The Regional School concept is beginning to take root in Massa- 
chusetts. In my opinion the local school union, plus other towns 
(which may wish to participate) would make an ideal regional 
school district. 


Some advantages of the regional school plan are as follows: 
1. The State will contribute up to 40% of the construction costs. 


2. The State will contribute 15% more toward the local school 
fund than it is contributing at present. 

3. Facilities of the proposed Junior High unit and Senior High 
unit would be interchangeable. 

4. The costs would be shared proportionately by all towns in the 
region. 

5. The regional school could offer an educational plan and program 
that would surpass the one we now have. 

6. Badly needed space for the agricultural and vocational schools 
would be assured. 

7. A better athletic and physical education program would be 
made possible. 

In closing I would like to thank the various members of the 
school committee for their counsel, guidance, and suggestions during 
my first few months in the system. I would also like to thank the 
teachers and school personnel for their cooperative and helpful sug- 
gestions. The parents have been most understanding. 

When parents, teachers and administration are uniting their 
efforts we reap the greatest benefits in working with youth.

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Report of Principal of 
Arms Academy 


To Superintendent Philip M. Hallowell: 


I submit herewith my seventeenth annual report as principal at 
Arms Academy. 


The Armed Services 


It is a grim commentary on our times that only six years after 
the last of our casualties in the Second World War was reported, we 
should have the sad duty of listing another, WALTER H. BILLIEL, 
a member for a time of the Class of 1950, who was killed in action 
in Korea on December 1, 1950. 


Also, Roger D. Spencer, 51 and Walter E. Bruffee, ’46 were 
wounded, the latter having since returned to active duty. Two others 
who have come home unscathed after hard combat service report no 
alleviating circumstances, other than the care which the Army gives 
its men, in the dismal fighting in that stricken land. 


Among the boys in school, there is less uneasiness about their 
immediate future than there was a year ago while the discussion 
of military service was more in the foreground. More are definitely 
planning to enlist on graduation or shortly after, possibly encouraged 
by the advancement our alumni have made. Others are more confi- 
dently arranging for future schooling. 


The Faculty 


A year ago we congratulated ourselves on only one change in 
this group, plus an additional member. Since then we have had no 
less than seven changes. Three went to larger positions, one took 
up another, but related, line of work, two resigned because of home 
responsibilities, and one because of illness. Of the new-comers, four 
have had previous teaching’ experience, and the others bring excellent 
training and commendable enthusiasm. As usual, the teachers who 
have been with us longer soon showed them our ways of doing things, 
and the group has long since begun to work smoothly and well. 
Several times in the past year the spirit of friendliness and coopera- 
tion among the teachers, always characteristic of Arms, has been 
a subject of favorable comment by visitors. 
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The Departments 


The four fields of learning which the Academy offers to pupils 
who expect to terminate their schooling — agriculture, household 
arts, business, and mechanics — continue to be valuable to those 
who choose them and are also attracting an increasing number. An 
additional man, who could give part of his time to “related” work 
of the shop course, allowing Mr. Emerson to put in full time in the 
shop itself, and part’ to relieving the physical education men of some 
of their academic teaching, would be of great help. 


The pupils who go on to other schools, not only colleges and 
scientific institutions but schools of nursing, business, and other lines, 
demonstrate that they are well qualified both by their work at the 
Academy and by their own ability and character. During the second 
semester of 1950-51, of the twenty-two Arms graduates at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts, thirteen were on the Dean’s List, and one, 
Miss Betty Munch, led the freshman class. Our two alumni at Nor- 
wich University, Carl Peterson and Charles Canedy, both attained 
outstanding distinction, academically and otherwise. No failures of 
any certified pupils were reported from anywhere. 


Trends in college admission procedures continue as noted here 
previously. There is less detailed specification of subject matter, 
although the five fields of English, mathematics, science, foreign 
language, and history still seem to make the best foundation, and 
there is more emphasis on a high quality of work, ability to think, 
and such personal qualications as integrity, ambition, and willingness 
to cooperate with one’s fellow workers — qualities which seem sadly 
lacking in the headlines of today. This is true not only of the four- 
year colleges but of the one and two-year specializing schools. 


Physical Education and Athletics 


The process of building up a program of physical education has 
been slow because of limitations of time and facilities, but progress 
is being made. The three teachers are not only well trained in the 
technique but are enthusiastic; to them physical education is a major 
objective, and competitive athletics is a means to that end. 


A period of unhappy seasons in interscholastic athletics appar- 
ently came to an end last spring when the girls’ softball team won 
all the games on its schedule, followed this fall by a football team 
which won all its games but one. This team will lose most of its 
experienced players through graduation, but the present coaching 
methods have attracted a promising group of youngsters who will 
look good a couple of years from now. A similar situation seems 
at this writing to exist in basketball for both boys and girls. 
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Interscholastic athletics have not been penetrated by the worst 
of the evils that have smeared some segments of intercollegiate com- 
petition, but some things are going on which should have no place 
in public education. Western Massachusetts has fortunately been 
fairly free from them, but there certainly are indications that we 
are not immune and should be on our guard. 


Other Extra-Curricular Activities 


The unquestionable value of this part of our program has been 
discussed here at length. The one dubious aspect of it, mentioned 
last year, is increasingly apparent. The efforts required to raise 
funds, largely for athletics, have gotten beyond the point where they 
are a beneficial experience. For each financial activity, plans are 
carefully made by small groups and are carried out by considerably 
larger numbers of volunteers, but everything has to be headed up 
by those who are able and willing to do so, and there are few such 
people in a small school. The burden on them is too great, and in 
several instances within the past year this has been a serious detriment 
to them. 


Membership and Attendance 


Two hundred and ninety-seven pupils have been enrolled at the 
Academy this fall term. There were 294 last year and 265 two years 
ago. Nine have dropped out, which is about the average for the 
post-war years. One moved away, and one is to be married soon; 
with the others the reason was employment or indifference or a 
mixture of both. 


The attendance through the term has averaged the same as last 
year, a fraction under 96%, in spite of a few chronic absentees. 


Looking Ahead 


It was over thirty years ago that school people began to realize 
that the division of the school system into an eight-year plus a four- 
year program was not the best possible plan. Not only is the change 
in methods of instruction drastic, but it does not allow for the growth 
that occurs in people between the ages of twelve and fifteen or sixteen. 
This growth is both mental and physical, and there are changes in 
their associations with each other. Because of this the so-called 
junior-senior high school or six-three-three plan was developed, and 
with the improvements in instruction that have been worked out 
through the years it is now known to be for the best interests of 
the pupils. 


Our school system, up-to-date as it is in so many respects, has 
never been able to use the plan, partly because of the nature of its 
buildings and partly because its pupils in grades nine to twelve come 
from so many different communities. We now have a large number 
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of pupils in the lower grades crowding the capacities of the buildings, 
and they will soon be in the upper grades. Memories of the conditions 
in the Academy a dozen years ago are still too fresh to be overlooked. 


Since provision of some kind will have to be made for such num- 
bers, it is advisable to keep this educational fact in mind. Two 
objectives can be achieved by one properly planned building for 
regional use. 


Another factor is that some of the obstacles which have to be 
overcome by other towns in setting up a regional school do not exist 
here. Our various communities have long since learned to work to- 
gether, and among the pupils there is no sectional jealousy or rivalry. 
And of considerable importance is the fact that the school bears the 
name of no one town; Arms Academy includes them all under a 
name in which they can and do take pride.

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REPORT OF THE 
ART SUPERVISOR 


I submit herewith my fifth annual report as Supervisor of Art. 


Major Objectives 


The art education curriculum as a part of the broad educational 
program has four essential objectives. 


A. Creative Experience 


To suggest a continuity of art problems which will liberate the 
feelings of the child, enrich his ordinary daily experiences, and stim- 
ulate the use of art mediums for original and creative art expression. 

DESIRED OUTCOMES 

1. Development of latent ability in all children and encouragement 
of individual talent. 

2. Joy in experimenting and creating. 

3. Growth in power to use art elements and principles of compo- 
sition for original expression. 

4. Independence, imagination, and spontaneity in thinking and 
in doing. 

5. Realization that there are many types of art. 

6. Understanding of the limitations and possibilities of different 
mediums. 

7. Joy and satisfaction in gaining knowledge and skill. 

8. Pride in accomplishment and good workmanship. 3 

9. Interest in carry-over art experience to leisure time hobbies. 


B. Appreciation 


To encourage rich experiences which will help the child respond 
to visual beauty in proportion to his growing emotional and intel- 
lectual capacities resulting in the development of good taste and 
appreciation. 


DESIRED OUTCOMES 
‘1. Growth in the power to discover and enjoy beauty in nature 
and in man-made objecis. 7 
2. Interest and enthusiasm for improving standards of taste in 
the selection of clothing and art objects. 
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3. Appreciation of art and its place in everyday life. 


4. Feeling for orderly, fine arrangements in pictures, design, 
architecture, or textiles. 


5. Appreciation of the art contributions of the people of other 
ages, races, and countries. 


6. Appreciation and respect for beauty and property in the 
community. 


C. Social Relationships 


To provide for art experience involving group activity which 
will help the child form socially desirable habits for good citizenship, 
such as initiative, leadership, cooperation, responsibility, and self- 
reliance. 


DESIRED OUTCOMES 


1. Ability to work with others on group projects such as school 
murals. 


2. Initiative and inventiveness in expressing ideas from miscel- 
laneous materials such as corrugated paper, boxes, wallpaper, and 
scrap wood. 


8. Responsibility and pride in the care of materials, tools, and 
class rooms. 


4. Resourcefulness and interest in making things that are needed, 
such as gifts. 


5. Interest in working with others for the common good of 
the group. a) 


D. Integration 


To foster an integrated, balanced school program which uses 
art as a means of integrating personality and of interpreting and 
vivifying other school experiences through drawing, design, and 
construction. 


DESIRED OUTCOMES 
1. Understanding of the place of art in everyday life experiences. 


2. Increased emotional enjoyment of stories and poems by means 
of creative art interpretations. 


3. Appreciation of the relationship between music and art in 
balance, rhythm, mood, color, feeling, and design. 


4, Appreciation of the relationship of art to the beauty, freedom, 
rhythm, and spirit of dancing, and sports. 
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5. Increased interest in health and community problems, moti- 
vated by posters. , 


6. Ability to use the subject matter of nature and science as 
themes for art work. 


7. Use of art experience to serve as an emotional release and to 
integrate personality attributes. 


I believe that these objectives and desired outcomes give the 
clearest picture of the art education program in the schools today. 
It is my sincere desire that with the continued cooperation of class- 
room teachers, school officials, and parents we may maintain and 
encourage these objectives with desired outcomes.

MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


The music program in the Town of Colrain is progressing 
satisfactorily. 


There is a definite progressive program that should be carried 
out, from primary grades through the eighth grade. It is always a 
program of gradual advancement and improvement. 


The prime objective in the first two grades is to teach the chil- 
dren simple rote songs, trying to get them to move their voices and 
carry a tune. In addition to this, rhythmic games and records are 
used to get them to use their bodies as rhythmically as possible. 
Music books are introduced in the third grade and simple music 
reading is begun, as well as a continuation of rote singing. The 
music reading program is carried out progressively through the re- 
mainder of the grades. Part singing is introduced in the fifth grade. 
By the time the sixth grade is completed, three part singing is sup- 
posed to have been experienced by the children. Three part singing 
is continued in the seventh grade, and by the time they enter the 
eighth grade, the pupils should be quite adept at singing three parts. 
As eighth grade students, the pupils usually experience regular four 
part singing. This is the type of vocal program for which I am 
striving. It is entirely possible for this to be obtained with proper 
instruction and the right pupil attitude. 


From January to June I do as much as time permits with the 
music appreciation program. 


I hope to have a group of tonettes (pre-band instruments) avail- 
able for use in the fourth grade. They provide a great deal of en- 
joyment and are very helpful in determining who is best fitted to 
undertake a regular band instrument in the fifth grade. 


Additional rhythm band material will be purchased when possible 
to facilitate the rhythm work. 


It is my plan to administer a set of musical aptitude tests to 
the pupils. The information received from these tests is very helpful 
in determining future musical activities of any child. 


There are eighteen boys and girls engaged in the instrumental 
program. Of this number, nine are new this year. This is a good 
showing and I hope it may continue. I would urge parents to consider 
a musical instrument for their child. A great deal of enjoyment 
can be obtained and it is a fine and healthy way for a child to 
use his leisure time. 
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There are at present fourteen members of the Arms band from 
Colrain, with several others expected to be ready for admittance 
before the end of the school year. A large number of students in 
the chorus and several of the twirlers are from Colrain.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL NURSE 


The annual physical examinations are being done by Dr. John 
Olson, assisted. by the nurse and members of the Parent-Teachers’ 
Associations. 


All children were weighed and measured in the spring and fall. 
The audiometer tests were given following the Christmas vacation 
last school year, and will be given again before the close of this 
school year. The Massachusetts Vision tests are being given. 


The pre-school clinic for immunization to diphtheria, whooping 
cough, and tetanus was held in the spring with 57 children attending. 
Of the 45 children who entered first grade, 45 have received diph- 
theria immunization, 48 have received whooping cough immunization 
and 41 have received tetanus immunization. 


*The Well Child Conference for pre-school children was held in 
June with the assistance of members of the Parent-Teachers’ Associ- 
ations, and Dr. John Olson as examining physician. One hundred and 
thirty-one children attended, 31 of these entered school in the fall.
